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An ACT to provide for the Printing and Promulgation of the Laws paféd 
by the General Affembly, and the Journals of the fame. . y 


Sec. I. E it enaéled by the Legislative Gouncil and House of Representa- 

B tives of the Mississippi Territory in General Assembly convened, and 
it is hereby ena&ted by the authority of the same, That the Governor be and 
he is hereby authoriled and requefted, to take fuch méafures for the fpeedy 
printing and promulgation of the Laws which may be paffed during the 
prefent Seffion of the General Affembly of this Territory, as he may deem 
expedient and neceffary; and the expence of fuch printing and promulga- 
tion (hall be paid by warrant from the Governoy, ‘out of any monies in 
the Territorial Treafury not otherwife appropriated. 

Szc.2. And be it further tiucted. That the Governor be,and he is bed au- 
thorized and requcited to take fuch meafures for the printing twenty-one copies 
of the Journals of both Houfes, as he may deem expedient and neceffary, 
and the expence of fuch printing fhall be difcharged as in the preceed- 
ing fection: Provided, the fame fhall be executed within two months from 
the termination of the prefent+Seffion of the Legiflature. 

SEC. 3. And ‘be it further enacted, That it fhall be the duty of the 
Clerk of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, and of the Secretary of the Legif- 
lative Council, to forward to the Public Printer, under the direction of the 
Governor, correct copies of the Journals of their refpective Houfes, for which 
fervice they fhall receive fuch compenfation as the Governor may deem 
reafonable, to be paid as directed in the firft fedtion of this Act.

That it fhall be the duty of the County 
Courts for the relpe&ive Counties, to be held next before the month of ee ene 
December in each year, to nominate and appoint a Juftice of the Peace cach Captains Dif 
or other refpedtable perfon, as Enquirer for each Captain’s Diftri& ; whofe” 
duty it fhall be to commence his enquiry from and after the firt day 
of December for the current year, by going to the feveral houfes of the in- 
habitants of his Diftrict and enquire into and take an account of all Taxable

Writing to the Enquirer, when demanded, a true and faithful lift of his 
own Taxable Property, and of fuch other Taxable Property as may be in 
his charge and keeping, as Executor, Adminiftrator, Guardian, Truftee or 
Attorney, under fuch penalties as are prefcribed by law; and it fhall be: 
the duty of the faid Enquirer to take fuch ways and means as are pro- 
vided by law for makrng up the lifts of Taxable Property of non-refi- 
dents, and of fuch perfons as refufe to comply with the lawful requifition 
of the Enquirer; and it fhall be the duty of each and every Enquirer to 
complete (fo far as the fame can be done) and‘ return the lift of Taxable 
‘Property for his Diftrit, to the Clerk of his proper County Court, on of 
before the firft Monday in January for the year preceding, and it (hall be 
the duty of the Juftices appointed for the prefent yearby the County Courts 
to receive lifts of Taxable Property for their refpective Diftriéts, to pro- 
ceed from and after the firft day of December next, to enquire into and 
take an account of all “Taxable Property herein direéted, and fhall in all 
refpects comply with the duty- of Enquirers prefcribed by this.
